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Friends speak out

The Friends of the Jordan River Water- 
shed are working hard to get the support of 
riparians in completing the Jordan River’s 
designation as a protected river. 

The members of the organization know 


‘The next steps 


How will obtaining Wild-Scenic des- 
ignation for the lower Jordan River, 
Deer Creek and Warner Creek under 
the Natural Rivers Act proceed? 

MDNR Natural Rivers administrator 
Doug Carter said the next step is for his 
staff to synthesize the facts and opin- 
ions on the issues invoived — agricul- 
tural use; the presence of the industrial 
park on the shores of Lake Patricia 
outside of East Jordan; the old dam on 
Deer Creek; opinions of property own- 
ers; and so on. A recommendation will 
be drafted and public hearings will fol- 
low. 

Carter predicted that public hearings 
will be held early in 1996. After the 
hearings, a determination will be made 
by the MDNR. That decision could be: 

* No change in the present designa- 
tion and protection of the Jordan River 
to Rogers Road. 

* Designation extended only to the 
lower Jordan River from Rogers Road 
north. 

* Designation extended to the entire 
watershed, including both Deer and 
Warner Creeks. ; 

If the extension is granted, Carter 
said the actual zoning will take one to 
two years to be invoked. The adminis- 
tration of the zoning is then mainly 
deferred to local management and en- 
forcement. 


they will have to convince those owners 
that the process is in their best interest. This 
seems especially true of property owners 
along Deer and Warner erecks, who will be 
affected as the request now stands. 

Concerns about property rights resur- 
faced during the FOJ annual meeting Oct. 
16. The grass roots support group invited 
four speakers to discuss the progress of an 
effort to extend Wild-Scenic designation 
and protection to the full river and tributar- 
ies under the Natural Rivers Act. 

The FOJ initiated the process last spring 
because recent development and uncon- 
trolled use threaten the quality of the river. 

Ironically, the Jordan was the first river 
in this state to be protected when the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources initi- 
ated the Natural Rivers Actin 1974. But for 
areason no one recorded or seems to know, 
the lower section of the river, from Rogers 
Road north, was not included in the Wild- 
Scenic designation. 

In their campaign, the FOJ has conducted 
a series of public meetings to collect feed- 
back from communities, businesses and 
land owners affected by the potential desig- 
nation. The channels under consideration 
include the Jordan to its estuary in East 
Jordan, Deer Creek from Deer Lake to its 
terminus in the Jordan estuary (but not 
including Deer Lake), and Warner Creek. 

The FOJ annual meeting was such an 
opportunity, with each speaker supporting 
at least aspects of the designation, and a 
chance for audience members to express 
their views. 

FOJ vice president John Richter began 
the discussion. He has been instrumental in 
energizing the designation campaign. 

“Surveys indicate that less than two per- 
centof all rivers in this country could qualify 
for this designation,” Richter said. He feels 
that makes the Jordan even more precious 
as a resource that needs protection.

Cityscape planners selected by DD

After a series of interviews, the East 
Jordan Downtown Development Authority 
recently selected MC Smith Associates of 
Grand Rapids to guide the city through 
coming design changes. 

Members of the city conimission were 


. introduced to a representative of the firm, 


Mike Smith, at their Oct. 17 meeting, along

have completed. a number of cityscapes. 


across the state, including New Haven, 
Holland, Stanton, and Zeeland. 


Another MC Smith project was design- 


ing the new Boswell Field Stadium for East 
Jordan Schools four years ago. 

Smith explained the process followed by 
the landscape architects. Beginning with an 
evaluation of the city’s present features, the 
firm works with community groups and 
organizations, including merchants, resi- 
dents, and municipal officials, to develop a 
plan. 

“We then present our concept plans to the 


groups for more feedback,” said Smith. 


Acost analysis is followed by refinement 
of the details, and more refinements on cost 
projections. The firm prepares construction 


plans, handles the bidding process, and _ 
stays involved with the project to its con- 


clusion. 


_ Smith gave.one year as a time frame for. 
designing the project and getting started. _ 


Several commission members wanted to 
know about the costs. DDA member Paul 
Teske explained that MC Smith has been 
selected, but a contractual arrangement has 
not been entered — in fact, the contract will 
be with the city, and commission members 
will have to approve it. 


DDA member Sharon Jackson said the 
scope of the project will determine MC 
Smith’s charges. The DDA scheduled a 
Nov. 6 meeting with the firm to-determine 
that. 


Mayor Russ Peck, who also serves on the 


DDA board, reminded the commission that’ ” 


the DDA.can make. no purchases or con- 
tracts without commission approval, so all 
arrangements will be. presented to the city 
before they can be finalized. -. 


An exchange of services 

In other business, city administrator 
Carolyn Sutter reported an agreement be- 
tween the city and Burnette Foods that 
guarantees the city continued free use of 
property behind the city garage owned by 
the canning company. In exchange, the city 
will provide a required water meter, paying 


- the costs of the meter and installation. 


City attorney Scott Beatty proposed an 
amendment to the blight ordinance, allow- 
ing. the city to take measures to: pursue 
clean-up by filing a civil suit through cir- 


- cuit court, along. with present options to 


prosecute the offender as a criminal. 
Beatty said some municipalities have 
found judgment through circuit court to be 
quicker and less expensive. Be et

Doug Carter, MDNR Natural Rivers Administrator, noted 
that most of the area under consideration for the designa- 
tion already has some protection under a strong wetlands 
act, as well as zoning against channeling, damming, or 
dredging of any portion of the streams involved. 

“Inclusion of the watershed is important, which is why it 
is included in any consideration of further protection of the 
river,” said Carter. “But we have also determined that local 
input is of utmost importance. Property owners have an 
investment and they wani a reasonable return. We accept 
that.” 

Carter said the zoning that goes along with natural river 
designation recognizes and accepts existing uses of prop- 
erty. Where landowners may mun into restrictions is if they 
wish to expand present variances within the zoned district. 

“I can argue that the designation protects property own- 
ers from uses upstream that could effect their property,” 
added Richter. “Even though some owners will complain 
about restrictions. Along with the rights we have as river 
property owners comes the responsibility to be a good 
steward.” 

Charlevoix County Planning Department director Larry 
Sullivan supported the need to protect the waterway. 

“Its much easier to keep a water body clean than to go 
back and take remedial action. Some things never come out 
of the water.’ Sullivan also serves as a member of the 
Natural Rivers Zoning Review Board. 

Sullivan said there are many potential problems in fur- 
ther development along either the Jordan or Deer Creek. 
With wetland characteristics prevalent along both rivers, 
Sullivan said there are already substantial limitations on 
development. 

But he pointed out that there is significant lumbering 
potential along Deer Creek that could cause problems. 
Other concerns include a lack of suitable conditions for 
septic and tile field usage in the area. 

The county planning commission supports the full inclu- 
sion of the area for designation, Sullivan said, for the 
following reasons: 

«It is an environmentally sensitive area. 

* Protecting the area now will save future costs in clean- 
up. 

* The area would definitely be stressed by further devel- 
opment. 


A different perspective 

Joe Donnellan, a trustee on the Wilson Township Board, 
spoke about the process of enacting zoning to protect Deer 
Creek. The township took steps in the past year to incorpo- 
rate its own protection of Deer Creek after frustration with 
state wetlands legislation that gave the township no means 
of enforcing protection. 

Donnellan said even the board was surprised by how 
much of the area was wetlands when the township mapped 
the region. 

“We were also surprised by how much the wetlands 
could affect the river,” said Donnellan. 

He said the new zoning includes enforcement measures, 
but mainly addresses preventing incidents that can be 
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harmful to the river before they occur. 

Many of the property owners at the meeting expressed 
concerns related to farming practices. Farmers were afraid 
they would be expected to fence off any designated wet- 
lands from stock intrusion. 

Carter explained that only named and mapped streams 
are affected by the designation. 

“Most existing farm practices can continue under the 
Right to Farm Act,” said Carter. “Even when we do have a 
complaint about grazing or watering ina stream, which can 
degrade water quality, we contact the land owner to fence 
off the area and offer financial aid as well.” 

Carter said under the Natural Rivers designation, farm- 
ers would be able to obtain grants and other federal aid 
more easily and quickly. 


The audience speaks 

An audience member said many Warner Creek residents 
don’t see the need for the river designation. 

“We don’t need regulation — we do our own regulation,” 
he said. 

“We would all like to think we wouldn’t adversely affect 
the river we love so much,” responded FOJ member Joanne 
Beamon. “But the first thing new owners do is cut down the 
trees and plant birches so their shoreline is ‘picturesque.’ 
We can’t control what’s happening upstream. That’s why 
we need overall protection.” 

Jordan Township resident Jerry Aydlott noted that he is 
a strong property rights advocate who supports the desig- 
nation. 

“Moving water is not subject to property rights,” said 
Aydlott. 

Another audience member wondered why Wilson Town- 
ship needs the designation with its own zoning in place. 

“Warmer Creek runs through two unzoned townships 
before it gets to Wilson Township,” said Donnellan. “That’s 
why you have to have protection through the Natural 
Rivers designation.” 


FOJ president Bud Jones explained that one of the 
purposes of this meeting was to address the perceived 
detriment to property owners by the designation, as op- 
posed to the actual detriment. 

Sullivan noted that in the 13 years he has served on the 
zoning review board managing the Jordan as a natural 
river, they have actually only denied one request, although 
they often make revisions on requests. He noted the board 
has also turned down several state projects in that time, 
including a larger and more invasive electrical weir on the 
Jordan River than eventually was placed. 

“The board does have the power to reject DNR projects,” 
said Sullivan. 

“Because of the zoning, we've been able to stop cluster 
housing, clear cuts, large bridges, and golf courses on river 
shores in Michigan,” Carter agreed.

“After an unsuccessful hunt, 
we (William and a friend) found 
temporary shelter in the unoccu- 
pied cabin of a settler, and had 
before us the task of construct- 
ing a road to the homestead we 
had taken up on the east side of 
the lake (Intermediate). This 
meant the making of several 
miles of road, besides bridging 
the river. 

Our practice with axe and saw 
had been very limited, but our 
few neighbors gave what help 
they could at the bridge, and we 
finally landed at our claim and 
set about to build a house — of 
logs, of course. 

The road we had made was a 
perfect wonder of curves. We 
steered clear ofall logs and brush 
heaps. We had it made a public

morning he turned up in our 
chopping with his animals and a 
travoy, having wormed himself 
through the dense woods. 

What psychological connec- 
tion there is between profanity 
and driving oxen I do not know, 
but I am certain this man had 
graduated with highhonors from 
somewhere driving oxen is 
taught. I have heard of army 
mule drivers who by a few 
“feeble remarks” could raise a 
blister on a mule’s back, but this 
man was champion. 

Now it so happened that his 
outfit, with a 26-foot log at- 
tached, came near a large wasp 
colony that instantly swarmed 
out to see who knocked. They 
alighted on the driver and the 
steers. The driver ran up a smal] 
hillock and from there, spoke his 
little piece to the oxen, who 
floundered along, upset the log, 
and smashed the travoy. 

When we had accumulated 
enough logs, we had a raising 
bee and about 15 of our neigh- 
bors came to build the house, 
some as far as five miles. It was

past 10 in the morning before 
they got together, appointed the 
corer men, and set the chips 
flying. 

Then arose the cry which no 
one hears now-a-days: “Yo 
heave! Up the brouse end!” And 
they worked like Trojans, roll- 
ing up the logs, and fitting them 
together. 

We had provided ample din- 
ner and supper and they ate for 
40 men. At 10 0’clock at night, I 
announced the walls were high 
enough, though they declared 
they would put on another round 
if I gave the word. The company 
broke up, going home through 
the woods in the dark. 

Some got lost and did not get 
home till the next day. And all 
this for strangers they had hardly 
ever seen.” 


This was only a part of the 
story toldby Mr. Mohrmann, but 
it gives, I think, a quite authentic 
picture of the early days of 
Antrim County. T hope you have 
enjoyed it.

East Jordan woman 
weekend crash victim 


The Charlevoix County Sheriff Department is investi- 
gating a two-car traffic crash Sunday afternoon, Nov. 5, 
that claimed the life of an East Jordan woman. 

Jenice Kay Gardner, 21, was killed when the vehicle she 
was a passenger in was struck head on by another vehicle 
while traveling on M-32 near Rogers Road. 


The 1986 Pontiac Fiero Gardner was riding inwasdriven — 


by Jeremy Lee Morse, 22, also of East Jordan. They were 
traveling cast when a westbound 1974 Chevrolet Monte 
Carlo, driven by Steven E. Moore, 16, of East Jordan, 
attempted to pass another vehicle and collided with the 
Morse vehicle. 

Gardner was transported to Charlevoix Area Hospital 
where she was pronounced dead. Morse was also trans- 
ported to Charlevoix Area Hospital, then transferred to 
Northern Michigan Hospital in Petoskey with multiple 
injuries. He was listed in fair condition on Monday. 

Moore, and Robert Kenney, 16, also of East Jordan and 
a passenger in the Moore vehicle, were transported to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital where they were treated and 
released. 

None of the victims were wearing seatbelts. 

The East Jordan Fire Department assisted at the scene, 
using the Jaws of Life to extricate Gardner and Morse. The 
East Jordan Police Department was also at the scene 
assisting. All the victims were transported by the East 
Jordan Ambulance. 

Sgt. Don Sproul of the sheriff department said he did not 
believe alcohol was a factor in the accident.

“It gives me another tool in my arsenal for prosecuting 
nuisance situations,” said Beatty.
